The Star of Bethlehem, 


The New York /ferald_has recently devoted 
a considerable portion of its space to the so- 
called “Star of Bethlehem,” and its deserip- 
tions have been copled into other papers far 
and wide. The spécial stimulus for the effort 
is the expectation by some people that the 
star which burst upon the vision of veo 
rahe, Nov. 11, 1572, will re-appear in 1887, 
‘Ite period as a variable beling assumed to be 
315 years, The prediction is based upon the 
recorded occurrence of similar phenomena in 
the years 1264 and 915. As these three dates 
are 1 by intervala of 308 and 319 
yeara, as three previous appearances at 
corresponding intervals would carry us back 
to the beginning of the Christian era, some 
would-be wise man has jumped to the con- 
clusion that this star is the one which ap- 
ed atthe birth of Christ. The hint has 
n so extensively accepted that a great 
many people are on the qui vire for a sight 
of the stranger and seem to awalt it with 
confidence that there can be no mistake in 
regard td it.

The Spirit of a Departed Physician Caresses 
His Fiancee, 


A curious incident, illustrative of spirit 
power, is published In the Boston Globe. It 
appears from the account. given that Luther 
J. Martin entered Yale College in 1880, com- 
log from his home ia Massachusetts. He 
graduated with honors four years later 
While at college he became acquainted with 
a young lady who stood high in New London 
society, and when he left to enter the Long 
Island College he was engaged to be married 
to her.

2ist he was appointed to the staff of the Long 
Island cottage hospital. As soon as he tre- 
ceived his appointment he wrote to bis f- 
ancee, telling her of his good fortune. He 
recelvel her congratalations immediately 
and sgaln wrote. This was the last letter 
sho was destined torecelve from him. He 
was taken seriously ili with inflammation of 
the stomach on June 27th, and died eight 
days later, at 3:30 o'clock in the morning, 
without having been able to notify the young 
lady or any of his friends of his condition, 
Shortly before 4 o'clock on the morning of 
Dr. Martin's death, the young lady, according 
to her statement,was awakened by the feeling 
that some one was imhet room. Looking to- 
ward the foot of the bed, she saw the form of 
Dr. Martin cross the room, and taking posi- 
tion facing her, smiling pleasantly. He ap- 
peared just as in life. He ‘was due looking, 
about 5 feet 7 or 8 Inches tall, and wore a 
slight moustache. He appeared very pale, 
but as he never had mach color ia his face 
bis appearance did not startle her. So realist- 
le was the scene that she attempted to speak, 
but ‘could not. After hesitating a few mo- 
ments at the foot of the bed the form ad- 
vanced to the head of the bed, and placing a 
hand caressingly on the young lady’s shoul- 
der, gazed tenderly in her face. Then the 
form suddenly disappeared. When the lady 
appeared at the breakfast table she told her 
‘xperience and tearfully asserted that some- 
thing terrible had happened to her betrothed. 
A few minutes after n telegram was re- 
cejved announcing the doctor's death. On 
comparing the time of his demise and that 
of the young I@dy’s vision it was found that 
the latter occurred about ten minutes later. 


Remarkable Coincidence. * 


A remarkable coincidence happen the 
morhing ot February 16th—saye tho h- 
ington, D. C., Republican—at the death of 
Miss A. L. Daffy, a daughter of Capt. O. E. 
Duffy, the patent attorney, which occurred/ 
at 201 D Street. “Miss Duffy had lain in a 
dying condition for several hours, being sur- 
rounded by the members of ber immediate 
family. The stiliness of death reigned over 
the house as her last moments wore drawing 
lo a close. She was conscious to the end, 
and talked calmly with t about her un- 
ul a moment or two before her decease. The 
nearest watcher had scarcely mado the an- 
nouncement that she was dead when a serv- 
ant from below entared the room in answer 
to the summons òf the call bell. No one had 
rung. and the peculiarity of the circum- 
stance was In the fact that all of the six bells 
placed in the dining-room, and communicat- 
ing with the different rooms of the house, 
had rung violently at the instant when the 
death took place. The bells, with one excep- 
tion, had not rung since Mr. Doffy moved to 
his present home, the wires connecting them 
being broken.” “The affair,” adds the Re- 

blican, “ created a feeling of awe thë 
asehpid, as no explanation of the mystery 
been made. Among those inclined to be 
uperstitious the peal of the bells was a wel- 
come to the soul of the departed one, and 
this belief is strengthqned, as Miss Duffy 
was widely known for hor sweetness of char- 
acter, her good works, and her religious 
tendencies, she 'belng a strict Catholic, and 
8 member of St. Patrick’s Charch.”

ther. Philosophically he defined modern 
piritaalism to mean that consciousness will 
continue after death; that personal charac- 
teristics are carried into spirit-life;-that the 
w of heredity does not cease with the 
eath of the body: that the moral condition 
of the spirit is the same on entering spirit- 
life as when it left this life; that progrè 
belng the result cf experience, progress 
the nature of spirit-life, Spiritualism, eth 
cally considered, bases morality upon the 
constitution of man and circumstances. He 
+ defined the Bible to be a book which was 
written in . different ages by different men, 
and contained history, true and false; views 
of men and the universe beli by peee liy- 
- ing before the dawn of the scientific age. Its 
spiritual conceptions are crude and supor- 
stitious, just such us an early race must 
- have. These crude views and ignorant spec- 
ulations must nog bind the mind in more 
learned and cultured times. All supernatu- 
rallom and miracles must be taken fram the 
Bible. This must be the law of our inter- 
pretation. With this rule of interpretation 
in our hand, how does the Bible square with 
modern Spiritualism? We answer, përfect- 
ly! The Bible, as one central purpose, Ilus- 
trates the action of the divine spiritin the 
affairs of this world.

We can stand on 
spiritual foundations clear of ali matorial- 
istic quicksands. The best minds among the 
clergy begin to see. that thelr old walls of 
creed and buttresses of dogma are getting 
shaken and insecure, and they will look to 
us for new stones for the walls of falrer and 
broader temples. ' \
